WASHINGTON (AP)-Sen. Mike 


Mansfield today challenged Re 
publican contentions that Presi 
dent Kennedy has misled the pub 
lie and has denied congressional 
leaders intelligence information 
on Cuba. 


Mansfield, the Senate Democra- 


tic leader, said in an interview 
that Rep. Leslie C. Arends, R-I11. 
had impugned the President's 
patriotism by charging Kennedy 
knew before Oct. 14 the Russians 
were installing offensive missiles 
on the island. 


Arends' charge—made Monday 


night at a GOP political rally in 
St. Petersburg. Fla.-was that the 
administration is not even "tell- 
ing the full story of Cuba." at 
closed door briefings of leaders ol 
both parties.

Kenneth B. Keating, 
R-N.Y.. of "setting up a straw 
man so he can knock it down" by 
telling the Senate there have been 
"deliberate attempts" to suppress 
intelligence information. 


"Not true," Mansfield said to 


Heating's charge that efforts are 
under way to make intelligence 
agencies the scapegoat for what 
has happened in Cuba. 


Arends, the deputy House Re- 


publican leader and a member of 
the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee, said Lt Gen. Thomas P. 
Gerrity had testified that the Air 
Force "went into high gear to sup- 
port the Cuban plan on the tenth 
of October." This was four days 
before Kennedy said he had re- 
ceived the first hand information 
on offensive missile sites. 


"The lords of the Kennedy dy- 


nasty have put into effect a sys- 
tem for controlling the news so 
that we can learn only what they 
want us to know," Arends said. 


Mansfield said it was true that 


prior to the President's action 
clamping a quarantine on Cuba, 
Marines were moving toward the 
Caribbean, the Strategic Air Com- 
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mand had been put on "an extra- 
ordinary alert, the Navy was put 
on a wartime basis and the Army 
was alerted, with many elements 
placed in a state of wartime 
readiness." 


"But I resent any allegation 


that this administration has not 
been telling the full story of Cuba 
at leadership meetings," he said. 
"It is just not true.

zis), in 1940," he declared. 


The CNR is the political arm 


of the terrorist Secret Army Or 
ganization, but Bidault ducket 
when asked if he endorsed terror 
ist methods. 


"It is impossible to give an an 


swer as to what desperate men 
may do," he said. "The declara 
tion of human rights states that 
n case of tyranny the final resort 
is the duty to revolt." 


He denied, however, that the 


CNR had passed the death sen 
tence on De Gaulle. 


"That is what the French gov 


eminent is saying," he said. "It 
is just one more lie." 


Bidault, 62, was a wartime lead- 


er of the anti-Nazi underground in 
'ranee and was one of De 
Gaulle's closest associates until 
they broke over Algerian inde- 
pendence. 


Bidault is wanted in France on 


treason charges. Since he fled 
rom there early in 1962 he has 
turned up in various European 
capitals and has been interviewed 
at undisclosed European loca- 
tions. 


The BBC said it contacted Bi- 


dault through an unnamed inter- 
mediary and arranged a meeting 
somewhere in West London. Bi- 
dault was taken to a studio for 
he interview. After it wa? over,

unions, representing 210,000 on- 
train employes and seeking to

The new bargaining talks were 


set for March 13 after the U.S. 
Supreme Court Monday upheld 
the right of the railroads to make 
sweeping changes in work rules 
a eliminate jobs regarded by the 
carriers as unnecessary. The lines 
ilaim what they term antiquated 
work rules cost them $600 million 
a year. 


Roads to Act Prfomptly 


A railroad spokesman and chief 


negotiator said the carriers will 
'move promptly as possible" to 
make the work rules changes. He 
added he was confident there 
would be no national rail strike. 


But spokesmen for two brother- 


loods warned of a possible strike 
I the railroads put the changes 
into effect before an agreement 
can be reached. 


The new talks in Chicago will 


deal with the proposed elimination 
of about 40,000 firemen 
from 


diesel locomotives in freight and 
yard service. The Association of 
American Railroads said if this 
issue is settled, other points re- 
lating to a drastic revision in pay 
structure and make-up crews will 
be discussed.

Evaluating Series 


We have to be grateful to our 


editors for permitting such expen- 
ditures of time on an obscure 
movie for a seemingly unimpor- 
tant fact—but it was reasonably 
important to the community it- 
self. 


It is difficult for me to assess 


the value of the series. I am sure 
that Juhre's sketches will have a 
lasting value and I am sure that 
1 researched and wrote to the best 
of my ability which I agree was 
sometimes not good enough.

people of six European countries 
-France, Italy, West Germany, 
Belgium, the Netherlands an 
Luxembourg— are ready now to 
give up their patriotic feelings 
about their homeland and merge 
themselves in some kind of single 
super-government, and that the 
people of Great Britain eventually 
will join also. While the "Common 
Market" has unquestionably in- 
creased already the prosperity of 
each member country, it is far 
from realistic to say that the sev- 
eral nations on the continent ol 
Europe, speaking different Ian 
guages and enjoying different cul- 
tural interests, are all of a sud- 
den to become one nation.

The example cited in the tele- 


vision presentation was that ol 
the development of the Unitec 
States of America from the 13 
colonies. But the difference 
that in 1776 the people of all the 
colonies spoke the same language 
and, for the most part, had the 
same ethnic background.

A few days ago, the West German 
ambassador to the United Staes, 
Heinrich Knappstein, made a can- 
did speech at Los Angeles aboul 
the reasons why England hasn't 
gotten into the "Common Mar- 
cet."

We have to be grateful to our 


editors for permitting such expen- 
ditures of time on an obscure 
movie for a seemingly unimpor- 
tant fact—but it was reasonably 
important to the community it- 
self.

ty, another 20 sites have been 
located scattered along China's 
vast Eastern seacoast and near 
the largest and most important 
inland military bases.

sion is now making a world-wide 
inquiry to determine if the explo- 
sion, which was not recorded in 
the U. S., was registered as an 
earthquake by any other coun- 
try. Since the Russians set off a 
large nuclear explosion in nearby 
Siberia on the same day, U. S. 
officials admit that radioactive 
material from the Chinese test, if 
it occurred, could have become 
mixed with those fallout sam- 
plings and gone undetected. 


One theory for the Chinese Com- 


munist silence is that if they did 
explode a low-grade nuclear de- 
vice they would keep that quiet 
until the first full-scale bomb is 
tested — an event Peiping is ex- 
pected to announce to the entire 
world.

Moment of Truth Coming Soon 


. Later this week we may hear Governor 


Reynolds' .program for raisinf the tax 
money his expensive budget requires, the 
dettils of which we have been awiiting 
over a period of many years. We say nwy 
advisedly because he has been promising 
to give it to the legislature for weeks and 
continually postponing it. 


The Governor has been discussing the 


generalities of this tax program for at least 
five years, going back to his first campaign 
for attorney general. At the time it was 
difficult to see what the tax issues had to 
do with running for attorney general, but 
in perspective we now divine that Mr. 
Reynolds was in reality running for gov- 
ernor years before the opportunity pre- 
sented itself for him to seek that position. 


After all this conversation about taxes 


one would expect that we would know 
exactly what the Governor has in mind. 
Such, however, is far from the case. It 
would appear that as late as last week he 
wasn't sure himself since he called a meet- 
ing of Democratic leaders to send out some 
trial balloons on the subject. 
. In fact we suspect that the delay in 
presenting the program to the legislature 
has resulted from great difficulties experi- 
enced by the state tax director John Gro- 
nouski in expressing the governor's vague 
ideas in concrete and practical terms which 
will have even a remote chance of accep- 
tance by his own'party in the Legislature, 
let alone by the Republican majority. 


Mr. Reynolds' theory on taxation can 


be expressed very simply. Since all taxes 
come basically from income, raising more 


tax revenue is simply a matter of raiting 
the state's income tar. 


But when Mr. Gronouski added up the 


amount of money needed and computed 
the income tax increase necessary to pro- 
duce it he must have come up with a figure 
which would shock even Mr. Reynolds' 
most avid supporters. For the first time 
those supporters are going to hear a cold, 
hard calculation on the amount of new 
taxes each of them will have to pay. 


Mr. Reynolds won election as governor 


by somehow convincing a slim majority of 
Wisconsin voters that someone else was 
going to pay these taxes. Now that myth 
is about to be exploded. 


the plan leaked from last week's con- 


ference centered around a flat increase in 
personal income tax rates of three-quarters 
of one per cent But with other conditions 
the Governor has talked about this prob- 
ably will not produce the kind of money he 
needs. Thus the final figure may be a full 
one-per cent increase or he may even sug- 
gest reinstating the surtax. 


Since Wisconsin income tax rates now 


run from 2 to 10 per cent, a one per cent 
boost represents a 50 per cent increase for 
taxpayers in the lowest bracket. Such an 
increase would mean that Wisconsin would 
have the highest personal income tax 
rate in the country. 


Normally we would refrain in our edi- 


torial columns from commenting on a new 
governor's tax program until he had made 
it public. But the way Governor Reynolds 
has fumbled around with this matter all 
during his campaigning and since his elec- 
tion we can't resist commenting that we 
can hardly wait. 


The Legislature and Crime Reports 


Under the circumstances, as they have 


developed during the last two months, the 
proposal for a special state senate inquiry 
into the possibility of organized criminal 
activity in Wisconsin is probably a plaus- 
ible and defensible one. Attorney General 
George Thompson has reported that he 
favors the plan of Sen. Jerris Leonard of 
suburban Milwaukee to create such a vehi- 
cle for a bipartisan inquiry under author- 
ity of the legislature. Mr. Thompson has 
held office for two months, which is suf- 
ficient time to have permitted him to 
peruse the findings to date of the John Doe 
inquiry in Milwaukee County which is un- 
der the charge of his office. • His backing 
6f an investigation with a state-wide juris- 
diction must therefore be accorded some 
respect. 


There is also the fact that Gov. fteyn- 


olds, who came into his executive office 
from the office that Mr. Thompson new 
holds, has flatly and repeatedly declared 
his conviction and knowledge that there 
is a pattern of criminal activity in Wiscon- 
sin that transcends the county boundaries 
that are the limits of the jurisdiction of our 
local law enforcement and prosecution offi- 
cials. As we have noted previously, Mr. 
Reynolds cannot afford to speak loosely on

On the basis of all these developments, 


suspicions and declarations, it is probably 
time to take steps to clear the air. 


Sen. Leonard is drafting a bill for a 


select committee of the state senate to take 
charge; of the inquiry. He has explained 
that it should consist of Democrats as well 
as Republicans, and especially men of legal 
backgrounds. It would work in close con- 
junction with the attorney general's office. 
We believe such a mechanism is justified. 
Let us demolish these suspicions and 
charges finally, or let us pursue such leads 
as a full-fledged, state-wide inquiry may 
uncover and let the chips fall where they 
may.

People's Forum 
Father of Child at Northern 
Colony Disturbed Over Film 


Editor, Poet-Crescent: 


I'm certain that many parents 


of "mentally retarded" children 
in our area read your editorial 
concerning Gov. Reynolds film 
about Northern Colony with 
mixed emotions. As yet, I have 
not seen the film in question. 
If, however, the film pictures 
conditions at Northern Colony in 
the light indicated by your edi- 
torial, I will strongly protest its 
general distribution. 


As a parent of a mentally 


handicapped son who is a pa- 
tient at Northern Colony it is 
difficult for me to express Oppo- 
sition to almost any plea for im- 
provement of Colony Care. It 
would seem to me that the gen- 
eral distribution of the film you 
describe is grossly unfair to the 
parents of the children involved 
and equally unfair to the dedi- 
cated people working at the 
Colonies." When one-visits a 
home .for the mentally retarded 
for the first time the reaction in 
many cases is one of shock. This 
is especially true of persons who 
have had no previous exposure 
to the problems of caring for 
the mentally handicapped in a 
group situation. 


In spite of the tremendous ef- 


forts of the Colony staff to pro- 
vide the best possible care for 
their patients, they cannot begin 
to approach a level of care com- 
parable to the care given a men- 
tally retarded child at home by 
his devoted parents. It is un- 
fortunate that, most 
average 


persons use the above as a 
basis for comparison. Only when 
a person learns to see the 
Colony through the eyes of the 
patient rather than through his 
own eyes will be discover that 
there are many many happy 
children there. 


Since the time my son be- 


came a patient at Northern 
Colony I have made many visits 
there. The care given him at the 
Colony in my opinion is ex- 
ceUenL This is not to say that 
there is no need for general 
improvement at the Colonies 
both North and South. 
The 


recent dysentery problem (now 
much improved) at Union Grove 
is proof enough of the need for 
improvement, especially in hos- 
pital facilities and dormitories. 
I do not believe the people of

Indeed 
there were students of eco- 
nomics at the University who 
used to write letters to this 
corner based on the assumption 
that the surtax affected only the 
very high earners, so firmly en- 
trenched was the word as a 
synonym for "tax the rich."

It may be supposed that Gov. 


Nelson two years ago and Gov. 
Reynolds today are fair repre- 
sentatives of the liberal doxology 
on most matters. 


But Gov. Nelson assisted in

The fact of withholding makes' 


such reversals of the traditional 
liberal taxing position more 
feasible. But there are other ami 
equally pragmatic considera- 
tions. The demands of the treas-. 
ury today are such that there 
are not enough rich people to 
finance them. 


There is a reluctant accep- 


tance, moreover, even by the 
most doctrinaire liberal, that in 
a tide of heavy federal taxa- 
tion there is somewhere a dan- 
ger point beyond which the state 
dare not go in pushing up the 
tax liability of its most produc-

citizens. 


Curiously, however, these con- 


siderations are rarely mention- 
ed in the public discussions. The 
liberals continue to picture the 
income tax as the sure tool for 
avoiding unfair exactions upon 
the poor, and the sales tax as a 
monstrosity designed to oppress 
the little fellow, disregarding the 
fact that all current sales tax 
proposals are "progressive" and 
that all current income tax pro- 
posals would make the income 
tax law less "progressive." 


It must be apparent to the 


naked eye that if there are suc- 
cessive increases in one per cent 
jumps in the tax liability of low- 
er bracket earners, the income 
tax for them will very soon be

Yet no one ever 
calls it that and to posterity it 
remains known as "Whistler's 
Mother."

Most 
of the popular names of classi- 
cal compositions were not given 
to them by the composers, but 
by others, in much the same 
way as we dub baseball players 
with nicknamei. 


Even M minor a piece of 


verse as the familiar poem be- 
ginning "Twas the Bight before 
Christmas" is not known or 
called by its proper title, which 
is "A Visit From St Nicholas." 
Everyone takes the first lint for 
the title, and nolbiiig will ever 
restore its proper name. 


Indeed, it is the name, and

For 1 Semester Asked

While I saw literally hundreds 


of Russians dressed in civilian 
lothes wandering about Havana 
or jammed in the back of trucks 
rushing oul to factories, I saw 
very few Chinese. The Chinese 
I did see were by far the most 
properly dressed of anybody in 
Cuba, even wearing ties, some- 
thing the Russians and Cubans 
generally do not do. 


Food is very short in Cuba, al- 


though nobody is starving, and it 
is expensive in restaurants. Elder- 
ly chicken and stringy pork are 
the main dishes, along with rice. 
Outside Havana, the food is rath- 
er less appetizing. 


The Cubans are on tight rations: 


one chicken a month, one-eighth 
of a pound of butter a month 
and five eggs a month, if you can 
get them. Outside of some diplo-

We were In Cuba *t the hdght

The No. 2 man in 
Cuba, economic rar Ernesto Gue- 
vara, spent two weeks cutting 
cane himself in Camaguey Prov- 
ince.

20 shots and he carries five 20-shot 
refills.

comes to disputants only after 
they have nearly kayoed each oth- 
er and won mutual respect. This 
school points to the sudden end 
of coal strikes after the industry 
and union had it out a dozen 
years ago. It takes note, too, of 
the promising new year-around 
consultative labor - management 
system adopted in the steel in- 
dustry after the record 116-day 
1959 steel strike. 


Whether labor laws are revised 


or not, the government is doing 
some soul-searching on its own 
role in the labor relations arena. 
There doesn't seem to be any dis- 
position to reduce the frequency 
)f disputes intervention that hit a 
dramatic peak when Arthur J. 
Goldberg, DOW a Supreme Court 
justice, served as Kennedy's labor 
secretary. 


Second Thoughts 


Some second thoughts are being 


given, however, on how to make 
federal intervention work better. 


Secretary Wirtz—a busy man 


riding herd on the troubled labor 
scene in the five months since he 
succeeded Goldberg—frankly ad- 
mits the government has been 
improvising. 


Wirtz recently noted wryly there 


were some 30-odd public partici- 
pants, from President Kennedy on 
down, including city mayors and 
a federal judge, trying at one time 
or another to settle the recent 
dock strike. 


Hinting that government inter- 


vention moves may not always 
have been wisely carried out, 
Wirtz says they were undertaken 
not only because the public de- 
manded something be done but to

The steel con- 
tracts are reopenable on wages, 
pensions and insurance benefits. 


The year 1964, a presidential 


campaign year, is also potentially 
chock full of labor strife. Some 
of the biggest labor-management 
contracts will fully run out then, 
including James R. Hoffa's major 
Teamsters trucking pacts, Walter 
Reuther's agreements with the top 
auto firms, and David J. McDon- 
ald's contracts with the big steel 
companies.

Poor Explanation 


"My play would have been 


right," South explained, "if the 
emgleton queen had been in the 
other hand."

true. If South caught a singleton 
queen with his ace, he was going 
to lose a trurhp trick to the other 
opponent whether that opponent 
was East or West. 


Since South needs all of the 


trumps he should begin the suit 
by leading toward dummy, in- 
tending to finesse with dummy's 
jack if West follows with a low 
trump.

The singleton queen is about 


the only danger you can guard 
against (as long as the opponents 
hold their cards close to the vest>.
